A RAMSGATE businessman who 
chose to be jailed rather than com¬ 
promise his principles says he doesn’t 
regret a thing. 

Tim Garbutt, founder and managing director of 
advertising firm Sincerity Agency, has just been 
released from six weeks in jail, having been given 
a six-month sentence for contempt of court. 

Mr Garbutt, whose wife owns Ramsgate’s 
acclaimed Surin Restaurant, had been involved 
in a disagreement over the name of his company, 
which he had initially called Integrity. 

“There’s a company in Kent called Integrity 
Design Management who have registered the 
word ‘integrity’,” said Mr Garbutt. “They objected 
to me using it, which is crazy as it’s a word in the 
English language - how can anyone register it?” 

Mr Garbutt says he first heard from Integrity 
Design Management lawyers in spring 2007, 
objecting to him using the name. 

Although he said the name had been registered 
incorrectly, Mr Garbutt says he still tried to 
appease the company, changing the name of his 
own operation from Integrity to Integrity Agency. 

However, Integrity Design Management pres¬ 
sed ahead with proceedings anyway. 

“An Englishman gets riled at that point, so I 
decided to fight it,” said Mr Garbutt. 

The case - in which Mr Garbutt was accused of 
deliberately or maliciously copying, or “passing 
off”, a trademark - went straight to the High 
Court in London, where he made his first appear¬ 
ance in July 2007. 

Mr Garbutt said: “I thought it was ridiculous 
that it was taken to the High Court. I believe in

Security staff 
use their heads

HEAD-mounted cameras 
are the latest ploy being 
used to tackle crime and 
anti-social behaviour on 
the isle. 

They will be used on Margate 
seafront as police look to tackle 
problems outside pubs and clubs. 

The cameras will take footage 
which is timed, dated and admissi¬ 
ble as evidence in court. 

Initially, door staff of five licensed 
premises will wear the sets, but if 
trials are deemed to be a success 
then the police may also use them. 

Their use will be added to the 
portable metal archways and Blue¬ 
tooth technology that has already 
been in operation over the summer. 

Organisers say the campaign is 
having an impact, with violent inci¬ 
dents at night along Marine Terrace 
down from 69 between June and 
August 2007 to 35 between June 
and August 2008. 

At a cost of some £800 each, ten 
cameras have been ordered to help 


the fight against crime and anti¬ 
social behavior. 

The initiative is being driven by 
the Thanet Community Safety 
Partnership, as well as Kent Police, 
Thanet council, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service, the NHS and Kent 
County Council. 

Community safety officer Tiffany 
Hall said: “These cameras are clear¬ 
ly visible and therefore act as both a 
deterrent to anyone who might be 
considering causing trouble and as 
reassurance for people. 

“We want to get the message 
across that anti-social behaviour in 
Marine Terrace won’t be tolerated. 

“It’s one of the Community Safety 
Partnership’s priorities to tackle the 
problem of crime in the night-time 
economy and this is just one of the 
many innovative ways we’re looking 
at achieving that.” 

Where they have been used else¬ 
where in the country, there have 
been reductions in crime. 

Within six months of trialling the 
cameras in Plymouth, there was an 
eight per cent reduction in all 
violent crime and an increase in 
the number of arrests for violent 
incidents.

justice and the law and I don’t think 
you should clutter up the High Court 
with petty cases like this.” 

Although the first appearance 
involved little more than present¬ 
ation of papers, Mr Garbutt was 
already looking at costs of some 
£4,000. At his next hearing, in 
October, these had risen to £12,000, 
and by December to £25,000. 

On each occasion, Mr Garbutt re¬ 
fused to pay, arguing that the grow¬ 
ing figure resulted from lawyers sim¬ 
ply re-presenting the same papers. 

Mr Garbutt says he made further 
appearances in March and July 
(twice), by which time he had been 
accused of contempt of court. 

Told that if he apologised for not 
following court orders, the contempt 
of court charge would be dropped, Mr 
Garbutt finally agreed to do so, but he 
would not accept that he was guilty of 
the initial charge of passing off. 

He also refused to drop his appeal 
against the costs awards. And on July 
30, Mr Garbutt was convicted of con¬ 
tempt of court. 

“I just turned to the guards and 
said ‘Ready when you are, lads’,” said 
Mr Garbutt. After six weeks inside, 
he was released, courtesy of one of the 
world’s most controversial lawyers. 

Appalled 

Mr Garbutt had defended himself 
in court, but when Giovanni Di 
Stefano heard about his imprison¬ 
ment, he was so appalled that he 
chose to pick up the case. The lawyer 
has defended several high-profile 
criminals, most notoriously former 
Iraqi president Saddam Hussein. 

Now fighting Mr Garbutt’s comer, 
Mr Di Stefano made contact with the 
case judge and his client walked free 
within three days, on September 11. 

On prison life, Mr Garbutt said: “I 
regret nothing. The guys I was in 
with were OK with me. The ones I 
detest are the judges and lawyers.” 

Mr Garbutt says an appeal is before 
the Bar Standards Board regarding 
what he claims are excess legal costs, 
which he reckons now might be up to 
£70,000-£80,000. 

The board has, however, told 
Yourthanet that it will not be pursu¬ 
ing Mr Garbutt’s claim. 

Guy Hollingworth, a barrister at 
legal firm One Essex Court, which 
represented Integrity Design Man¬ 
agement and who was involved with 
the case in its early stages, said: “As 
the matter has not concluded, I can’t 
comment.” 
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You'll struggle to sea 
garden through weeds

Just mouths after 
opening, land has 
become overgrown

JUST a few months after its com¬ 
pletion, the Sea Garden beneath 
Ramsgate’s East Cliff is in a sorry 
state. 

The land at the north end of the lower 
promenade car park is overgrown, bedraggled 
and almost unrecognisable from the attractive 
design unveiled at the end of May. 

The swirly rock patterns are barely visible 
from the overlooking cliff, and to the untrained 
eye it could look just like any other piece of 
unkempt scrubland. 

Thanet council and Southern Water provid¬ 
ed money for the Sea Garden’s creation and it 
was made by the Thanet Coast Project with 
artist Ruth Cutler, but no money is available 
for its maintenance. 

Tony Child, of the Thanet Coast Project, 
admitted the project needed some TLC. 

He said: “The Sea Garden is never going to 
be like any other. However, it does need help. 

“Topsoil here is ‘infill’ and full of nutrients, 
but it is also full of a few specific weeds that 
are more likely to take a hold of this site. 

“Thanet council’s parks department has 
donated an old strimmer, but the site will veer 


between the wildside and some control, with 
voluntary help when it comes forward. 

“I don’t think it was ever the designer’s 
intention to be a pristine site.” 

Designer Ruth Cutler will lead an event to 
strim down the growth and clear litter and 
weeds from the garden, and volunteers are 
being sought to lend a hand. 

Mr Child said: “Since putting this additional 
work task on the website, I have already had 


a couple of volunteers come forward. Many 
hands make light work - so if you hear of any 
other people who would like to help, I can pass 
these names to the designer. 

“She will be helping to maintain this site 
voluntarily but has been very busy run¬ 
ning art workshops and exhibitions over the 
summer.”

£500 fine for 
using phone 
while driving 


Body of 'Japanese' 
man not identified 
after 12-year search 


A MOTORIST caught using his 
mobile phone behind the wheel has 
been hit with a fine. 

Adam Papa-Adams was fined 
£500 and ordered to pay £175 costs 
when he was found guilty of driv¬ 
ing while using a mobile phone. 

The Palm Bay Avenue, Margate, 
resident had been summonsed to 
appear before Thanet magistrates 
after he was stopped by police at 
12.45am on August 26, 2007, in 
Gladstone Road, Broadstairs. 

The summons was issued when 
Papa-Adams, 47, declined to pay 
the £60 fixed penalty and accept 
three points on his driving licence. 

He claimed he was using a 
hands-free device in his Vauxhall 
Corsa car and pleaded not guilty at 
court, where he chose not to be 
legally represented. 

Insp Nick Fordom and Sgt Pete 
Reynolds had been on patrol in 
Broadstairs when they spotted 
Papa-Adams and pulled him over. 

Insp Fordom said: “I hope the size 
of the fine in this case will serve as 
a deterrent to the drivers who still 
persist in using a mobile phone 
while they are driving. 

“All evidence shows that using a 
phone at the wheel is distracting 
and therefore dangerous for the 
driver and other road-users.” 


A MISSING persons charity is 
appealing for information on a man 
who was found dead in Margate 12 
years ago. 

The unidentified man 
was of Japanese appear¬ 
ance and aged between 
25 and 30. 

He had short black 
hair, was of heavy build 
and 5ft 8in tall 

He had been dead for 
about a week before his 
body was discovered in a 
hotel room on Sept¬ 
ember 24,1996. 

The charity Missing 
People, which works 
with the police, coroners, hospitals 
and social services to resolve cases 
of unidentified people alive or dead, 
has checked its missing persons 
records for clues as to a possible 
identity. 

However, as yet no conclusive 
match has been made. 

They are now calling for anyone 


who may have information to get in 
touch. 

An artist’s impression of the man 
has also been prod¬ 
uced in an attempt to 
solve the mystery of his 
identity. 

Teri Blythe, head of 
Missing People’s ident¬ 
ification department, 
sais: “In most cases an 
unidentified person is 
also a missing person, so 
it is likely this man will 
have family and friends 
out there who do not 
know his fate. 

“We therefore hope this 
appeal will bring some vital clues 
that will lead us to identify this 
body and put an end to someone’s 
distress.”

Simon's rocket for French 
bandits over the cliffs 

A PILOT from the isle has spoken to 
Yourthanet about the “hairy” moment when 
French aircraft tried to fly alongside 
Fusionman as he made his record-breaking 
cross-Channel trip on Friday last week.

They didn’t end up getting 
too close to him, but at one point one of the 
planes was only 30ft away from me. It got a 
bit hairy up there. 

“The French planes really shouldn’t have 
been up there, but in the end there was me, 
the BBC and Sky helicopters and them.” 

Cllr Moores contacted air traffic control to 
look into the matter. 

LibDems give up £800 
as donor is not a voter 

A DONATION of £800 to the South Thanet 
Liberal Democrats has been stopped. 

The money was given to the political group 
by Philip Young but was deemed to be im¬ 
permissible and had to be forefeited. 

Under section 54(1) of the Political Parties, 
Elections and Referendums Act 2000, the 
party could not accept Mr Young’s donation 
as he was not on the electoral register at the 
time and the money was returned. 

On Monday, The Electoral Commission 
announced that the Liberal Democrats’ 
South Thanet accounting unit had agreed to 
forfeit the money.

It’s been a tough time and we certainly 
never wanted to have to shut, but this is a lift.” 

The town council members voted unani¬ 
mously to support the tower financially on 
Monday. 

Cllr Bill Peppiatt, from Broadstairs and St 
Peter’s Town Council, said: “I am delighted the 
town and district councils were able to work

together to keep the Crampton Tower Mus¬ 
eum Complex open, especially as Crampton 
was such an important international engineer 
and now an integral part of Broadstairs 
history.” 

He added: “The council also applauds the 
work of Peter Shaw and his dedicated band of 
volunteers who manage and promote this 
important visitor and educational attraction.” 

Shortfall 

A funding shortfall had threatened to close 
the tower doors for good. 

Thanet council had initially refused to con¬ 
tinue its rent subsidy, to angry reaction from 
those who use its many facilities for work and 
pleasure. 

However, with the new deal announced, the 
future is looking bright once more.

Beavers are back in the wild 


A FAMILY of beavers has been released into 
the wild on the edge of the isle. 

The mammals, which were once native to 
this country, will be housed in an artificial 
lodge at Ham Fen nature reserve near 
Sandwich before they are let go. 

The European beavers were introduced 
into a temporary lodge on Monday by Kent 
Wildlife Trust and Wildwood Trust, where 
they were bom earlier this year. It is hoped 
their reintroduction will help the species 
regain a foothold in the area. 

Ray Lewis from the Kent Wildlife Trust 
said: “They are largely nocturnal, so it will 


be hard to see too much of them, but we hope 
they will flourish here. Long-term we hope 
they will breed, but it will be difficult to 
monitor that. It’s a terrific project.” 

The two parent beavers were given to the 
tmst as a gift from the German government. 

They have not been present in Britain 
since they were hunted to extinction in the 
17th century and have been wiped out 
across much of continental Europe. 

The Ham Fen Beaver Project is a conser¬ 
vation programme that aims to protect and 
restore the last remaining fenland habitat in 
south-east England.

Isle's a good sport 
for leisure access 

A NEW project to help support Kent’s sporting 
talent is being piloted on the isle. 

Thanet council will co-ordinate the Kent 
Free Access for County and Regional 
Sportspeople scheme (FACS). 

The aim is to provide sportsmen and women 
with free access to a number of the county’s 
leisure and sports facilities for personal train¬ 
ing and development at designated off-peak 
times. Thanet is the first of two areas in Kent 
to have signed up to pilot the FACS scheme. 

Similar projects have run for a number of 
years in Ashford and Shepway, but the long¬ 
term aim is to get countywide coverage of the 
FACS scheme providing support to all county 
and regional-level sports performers in Kent. 

The FACS scheme in Thanet will be admin¬ 
istered and delivered by the district council, 
with the support of the Kent Sports Develop¬ 
ment Unit. 

Cllr Jo Gideon, cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, health and communities, 
said: “It is vital we create the right pathways 
for our local sports stars to progress and FACS 
will offer them the incentive to go that extra 
mile. With the support of Thanet Leisureforce 
and the local sports clubs, I am confident we 
can help them on their journey to the top.” 

Three Thanet Leisureforce facilities in the 
district - Hartsdown Leisure Centre, Rams¬ 
gate Sports Centre and Ramsgate Swimming 
Pool - have signed up to the scheme so that 
talented sportsmen and women can use them 
to train free of charge. 

The scheme is open to people of all ages, 
including those with disabilities, as long as 
they compete in sports at county or regional 
level and live within the Thanet district coun¬ 
cil boundary.

Boris is blasted over 
'barmy 7 airport plan

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
needs to learn a thing or two about 
Kent’s landscape, says county 
council leader and fellow Tory, Paul 
Carter. 

Mr Johnson angered residents, environmen¬ 
talists and politicians alike this week when he 
suggested a new airport on an artificial island 
off Sheppey could be the answer to overcrowd¬ 
ing at Heathrow. 

Cllr Carter has criticised similar proposals 
in the past and says there is “no hope” of such 
a scheme being implemented. 

He told KOS Media: “I think Mr Johnson’s 
suggestion is a bridge too far. 

“All the mist and fog in the autumn and the 
wind and potential flood problems in the win¬ 
ter would make Sheppey entirely unsuitable 
for an airport. 

“A much better solution would be to expand 
Manston airport and bring much-needed 
prosperity to the east of the county. 

“We are making our views known to Mr 
Johnson’s office, but the sooner we get togeth¬ 
er the better. 

“I don’t think he even knows where Manston 
is, so clearly needs educating about it. I find it 
very frustrating when he says things like this 
and we obviously need to have a chat.” 

Cllr Carter said he did not expect to be able 
to speak to Mr Johnson at the Tory party con¬ 
ference this week, but he added he would at 
one of two meetings the pair will be attending 
next month. 

Mr Johnson’s comments also angered mem¬ 
bers of KCC’s Labour group, who say the 
mayor is trying to placate west London voters 
opposed to the growth of Heathrow. 

Shadow cabinet spokesman Cllr Roger 
Truelove described it as “another barmy Tory 
proposal”. 


He added: “Mr Johnson is clearly putting 
London first and is showing a complacent dis¬ 
regard for Kent. 

“The notion an airport could be built in the 
Thames estuary and then linked somehow to 
the high-speed domestic train service from 
Sittingboume is schoolboy thinking. 

“The investment overheads at a time of cost 
pressures on the whole air passenger industry 
are truly prohibitive. Kent has insufficient 
commercial and passenger hinterland to justi¬ 
fy a London airport. All logic suggests the obvi¬ 
ous location for growth, if it is really necessary, 
is to the west of London. 

“What strikes me as truly disturbing is that 
the Mayor of London can make these sorts of 
remarks with, presumably, no consultation 
with his colleagues in Kent.” 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 


highlights the fact that the Thames estuary 
has one of the biggest groups of special protec¬ 
tion areas in Europe and is used by some 
300,000 migratory birds. 

South East director Chris Corrigan said that 
to build an airport in it would potentially be 
“the single biggest piece of environmental van¬ 
dalism” ever perpetrated in the UK 

He added: “Mr Johnson doesn’t seem to have 
grasped UK law that before you destroy a pro¬ 
tected habitat you have to recreate it some¬ 
where else first. 

“How do you recreate massive areas of the 
Thames estuary? And even then he would 
have to prove there is no alternative site for 
the expansion anywhere else. It’s just ludi¬ 
crous. We have been here before and the facts 
remain the same - the idea of an airport in the 
Thames estuary is a total non-starter.” 


Good report for 
foster service 

KENT County Council has received good 
grades in an inspection report from Ofsted 
on its fostering service. 

There are more than 700 foster carers 
around the county supporting KCC’s work 
in protecting and looking after children. 
Inspectors spoke to young people, their car¬ 
ers and support staff as part of the review. 

The category rated as outstanding was for 
“helping children make a positive contribu¬ 
tion” which covered contact with family and 
friends, sensitivity to the needs of biological 
parents and the involvement by children in 
the planning and delivery of services. 

Ofsted inspector Lucy Ansell said in her 
report: “This is a strong service that deliv¬ 
ers good outcomes, with elements of out¬ 
standing practice within the specialist serv¬ 
ices and for positive contribution overall.” 

KCC’s Leyland Ridings said: “I am very 
pleased with this inspection report, particu¬ 
larly the hutstanding’ rating for a key area 
of our fostering service. I pay tribute to our 
foster carers and staff for their work. 

‘We will continue to work with children 
and carers to make further improvements 
and action the recommendations made by 
the inspection team.”

HIGH seas, driving rain and storm-force 
winds held no fear for Marlowe Academy 
sixth-formers Martyn Adams and Jordan 
Phillips. 

They helped crew a traditional 18th- 
century-style square-rigged brig in the 
Tall Ships race from Norway to the 
Netherlands. 

With more than 40 other shipmates from 
the UK, they were flown out to Norway to 
join their ship the Stavros S Niarchos. 

It was a double first for Martyn and 
Jordan, as neither of them had flown 
before or even been aboard a ship. 

This was a confidence-building experi¬ 
ence with a difference - learning from 
experienced mariners all aspects of 
sailing, including climbing the rigging 
and setting the sails, tying knots and 
rope-work. 

Martyn was first to climb to the top¬ 


gallant yard. He later picked up a ‘compe¬ 
tent crew’ qualification. 

The pair learnt to work as a team with¬ 
out being pampered as they faced difficult 
conditions. Their ship finished a creditable 
12th out of 30 in the race. 

Martyn said: “It was the experience of a 
lifetime and hard work. I would love to do 
it again. I wasn’t worried about the weath¬ 
er, but I was worried about getting out of 
Aberdeen. Nothing against Aberdeen, but 
we had to criss-cross to catch the wind.” 

Jordan added: “It was a fantastic 
adventure” 

The students’ voyage was made possible 
by a grant from the Roger De Haan 
Charitable Trust.

Gateway debate is a chance 
to show democracy at work 


NEXT week - Thursday, October 9, 
to be exact - Thanet District 
Council makes one of its biggest 
decisions for some years. 

The planning application for what has 
become known as China Gateway has caused 
a tremendous stir among some parts of the 
local community. 

It brings head to head a clash of lifestyle, 
culture and expectation - between those who 
choose to live here for the natural environ¬ 
ment and those who wish to push for jobs and 
economic regeneration. 

The picture is further clouded by the rules 
and regulations that surround planning appli¬ 
cation processes, including the mysterious pre¬ 
determination rule, by which councillors in 
this quasi-legal scenario should not declare 
their position in advance. 

For the public at large, this can be seen 
cynically as an attempt to hide what is really 
happening, and what each of our real posit¬ 
ions is when we get into that vital meeting. 

The public gallery at the council chamber 


holds perhaps 80 people; others on big nights 
can watch on a screen linking to overflow 
rooms. 

But even then, only a couple of hundred or 
so can possibly see and hear the speeches and 
rationales of councillors on the night. 

Yet the council chamber at Thanet District 
Council has the technology to broadcast meet¬ 
ings on the internet. 

It has never been used, although this is a 
regular feature at Kent County Council, 
where web-casts of public meetings are the 
norm and are sometimes logged into by a sur¬ 
prising number of people. 

I believe there has never been a better 
moment for Thanet council to use this technol¬ 
ogy and allow many more people to see and 
hear how and why the authority makes the 
decision that it comes to on October 9. 

Currently, the reporting of the debate and 
decision will be in the hands of the journalists, 
and the few who are present, most of whom 
will be either strongly favouring or opposing 
the application, so others will only hear the 
debate through their own filters. 


On this night, above all, we should not just 
ensure that democracy is properly exercised, 
but we should be sure it is seen to be properly 
exercised by as many people as possible. 

This would prevent the continuing waves of 
accusation and rumour that have dogged this 
issue from the very start. 

It would also prevent any councillor from 
being tempted to hide what their voting posi¬ 
tion was on the night, for fear of losing or 
upsetting voters. 

Most importantly of all, nobody could claim 
they did not have the chance to hear all the 
whys, wherefores and thinking that led to the 
final decision. 

So, come on Thanet council, get into the 21st 
century and allow people across the island to 
see how carefully we weigh vital decisions like 
these. 

You never know, they may even watch (and 
learn) from China!

Gateway questions 
need answering 

MEMBERS of Kent Green Party 
are concerned about the China 
Gateway project proposed to be 
built in Thanet. 

This is a vast complex where 
apparently goods from China 
will come to be trans-shipped. 

I say ‘apparently’ because the 
exact nature of the business is 
obscure. 

I have carefully perused the 
planning application and the 
only clues as to what will be 
going on here is that there will 
be a huge ‘showroom’, masses 
of warehousing, plus parking for 
more than 2,000 vehicles. 

There are a number of 
grounds on which many local 
people are objecting to this 
project, eg environmental, loss 
of greenfield land, potential 
pollution of the aquifer, huge 
increases in traffic, uncertainty 
about the project and how many 
real jobs will be created. 

However, we believe that a 
major factor that is barely 
being considered is the totally 
unsuitable logistics of this site. 

Firstly, there are no rail 
connections, so all the tens of 
thousands of goods movements 
each year will be by road. 

Secondly, the proposed site 
is right next door to the airport 
at Manston. Are the developers 
really planning to ship goods 
to and fro by air? This would 
mean a massive increase in 
flights - hardly good for the 
planet or Thanet. 

Thirdly, if the developers are 
using sea transport from China, 
then it would mean that all 
containers would need to come to 
Rotterdam, Tilbury, Felixstowe or 
Southampton, where they would 
then need to be reloaded either 
to trucks to be sent by road, or on 
to smaller ships servicing Dover 
or Ramsgate harbours, where 


again they need trans-shipping 
to the Manston site. This would 
all be extremely cost-inefficient. 

Fourthly, everyone knows that 
Thanet’s comparatively poor 
economy is mainly due the fact 
that the area is at the end of a 
peninsula (Kent), with sea 
around three sides. 

This means that Thanet’s 
‘hinterland’ only goes in one 
direction (westwards), so there is 
an extremely limited market 
catchment. 

This is the main reason the 
low-cost EUjet airline failed. 

Given all these facts we wrote 
to the planning officer at Thanet 
council asking a pertinent set of 
questions. The council was not 
able or willing to answer these 
questions, yet it is essential to 
get answers before allowing a 
development of this magnitude 
to proceed. 

Since there appears to be no 
realistic, published business 
plan, we see no chance that this 
development will prove successful. 

Failure will have a hugely 
negative impact. 

Using the polluter-pays 
principle, are the developers 
ready to pick up the bill to 
restore the land to green fields if 
the project fails?

Cllr Ezekiel blamed traders for 
not publishing the Saturday free 
parking at Mi ll Lane.

This was neither in any budget 
statement nor committee approval 
document.

There are already two ‘task 
forces’ that she must be aware of as 
she attended the original meetings.

Boy George brings some culture to Kent 


THE boy is back in town as 
one of Britain’s most strik¬ 
ing vocalists brings his 
stunning voice to entertain 
Kent audiences. 

After enjoying successful concerts 
earlier this year, the former Culture 
Club singer is back in the county 
ahead of the release of his new single 
on October 12. He has been so 
inspired by the US presidential cam¬ 
paign of Democrat candidate Barack 
Obama that the new song, Yes We 
Can, contains samples from Obama’s 
stirring speeches. 

But although George is backing 
Obama - potentially the first black 
president - above his Republican 
rival John McCain, he stressed that 
the song is not about politics. 

“It’s about me, what I’ve been going 
through,” he said. “It was just inspira¬ 
tional in the sense that Obama’s got 
quite a hopeful approach, if you look 
at what’s been going on in the last 
few years with the right wing. 

“What he has to offer is lighter and

gentler and he has great charisma.” 

George, 47, clearly relates to 
Obama’s message, but the song also 
marks a new perspective on the fame 
which has proved to be a mixed bless¬ 
ing in the past. 

George O’Dowd was born in 
Eltham, London, the third eldest of 
seven children. Attention was hard to 
come by so George expressed his indi¬ 
viduality by dressing outrageously. 
His androgynous look caught the 
attention of pop guru Malcolm 
McLaren, the man behind the Sex 
Pistols, and George began appearing 
with a group called Bow Wow Wow. 

Shortly afterwards George formed 
his own band, Culture Club. The 
debut album, Kissing To Be Clever, 
was released in 1982 and the third 
single, Do You Really Want To Hurt 
Me?, was their first major hit. It 
reached the number one spot in 16 
countries and number two in 


America, making a star of eye-catch¬ 
ing vocalist Boy George. 

But chart success was coupled with 
drug addiction, along with harsh 
media scrutiny of his personal life, 
and the group disbanded just four 
years later. 

George initially enjoyed a success¬ 
ful solo career during the late 80s 
and early 90s, but the hits began to 
dry up and he gradually turned his 
attention to the club scene where he 
has become a leading D J. 

He has had a series of brushes with 
the law over the last few years, 
including arrests on suspicion of 
cocaine possession and, most recent¬ 
ly, false imprisonment. 

But, armed with a fresh perspec¬ 
tive and his outstanding soul voice, 
Boy George is inviting fans to join 
him on a new musical journey.

COUNCIL events organisers have 
all the fun. 

From what I can gather, the powers-that-be 
hand down a vague list of demands and a 
moderate budget to said organisers who then 
get on and, erm, organise things. 

The trick, it would seem, is in organising 
something that we hard-paying taxpayers 
actually want. 

With this in mind I tip my cap to the team 
behind next month’s Canterbury Festival, and 
in particular the people responsible for sorting 
out the ‘world music’ line-up - they’ve done a 
sterling job. 

Among the nine acts on show across the two 
week festival are a group of Buddhist monks, a 
Senegalese orchestra, Mick Fleetwood (yes, the 
Mick Fleetwood of Fleetwood Mac fame) and 
cult Scottish indie rockers Camera Obscura. 

I think it’s fair to say the organisers have 
come good on both the ‘world’ and ‘music’ parts 
of their brief. 

Here’s a run-down of my top five musical 
picks of the festival: 

1) CAMERA OBSCURA 

• If you are not a huge Camera Obscura fan

then the only explanation is that you can’t 
have heard any of their music. There is no 
other alternative. Songs such as Lloyd I’m 
Ready To Be Heartbroken, Eighties Fan 
and Tears for Affairs are classic toe-tappers 
and achingly beautiful. The Scottish six-piece 
play the Marlowe Theatre on Thursday, 
October 16. Doors at 7.30pm. Tickets start at 
£12, £8 for students. 

2) SHLOMO AND THE VOCAL ORCHESTRA 

• Shlomo’s ‘orchestra’ is made up of eight 
beatboxers. Through the power of co-ordina¬ 
tion and timing, they rock. The festival’s 
official guide bills Shlomo as leading “the most 
of-the-moment vocal group in high-energy per¬ 
formance of amazing beatboxing feats and 
jaw-dropping vocal interpretations”. They 
rock. Catch them at the Gulbenkian Theatre 
on Monday, October 20. Doors open at 7.45pm. 
Tickets cost £14, £12 for students. 

3) JOSE GONZALEZ 

• Jose’s big break came courtesy of Sony’s 
‘bouncing balls’ TV advert, to which he 
supplied his version of Heartbeats. A gold 


and platinum award-winning top-ten album 
later, the Argentinian-Swedish singer song¬ 
writer comes to the Marlowe Theatre on 
Friday, October 17. Doors at 8pm. Tickets start 
at £18.50. 

4) THE MICK FLEETWOOD BLUES BAND 

• This gig includes a tribute to the original 
Fleetwood Mac, the all-male blues band that 
started it all in 1967. Featuring former Mac 
singer and lead guitarist Rick Vito and Mr 
Mick Fleetwood himself, this is one perform¬ 
ance not to be missed. Mick and co take to the 
Marlowe Theatre on Saturday, October 25. 
Doors open at 7.30pm. Tickets range from 
£26.50-£28.50. 

5) THE MAGNETS 

• I’ll be honest, I don’t know much about The 
Magnets, but the pre-festival bumpf describes 
them as a “sharp-suited all-male a cappella 
sextet who perform with unrivalled sophisti¬ 
cation, charisma and flair”. To quote the film 
Jerry Maguire, “You had me at hello”. The 
Magnets play the Gulbenkian Theatre on 
Wednesday, October 22. Doors open at 7.45pm. 
Tickets cost £14, £2 less for students.

This Bud's for Kevin

HIS star may have fallen 
off the movie chart of late, 
but Kevin Costner still 
shines in many hearts 
and minds as the swash¬ 
buckling hero of Robin 
Hood: Prince Of Thieves. 

His most famous screen charac¬ 
ters - the saviour of Whitney 
Houston in The Bodyguard or the 
frontier cowboy in epic Oscar-win- 
ner Dances With Wolves - are 
remembered fondly as all-out 
winners. 

How times have changed. Yes, 
Kevin is still a movie star, 
although he may be a little less 
famous these days, but his newest 
role sees him portray a bona fide 
loser. 

Now 53, Kevin plays beer-swig¬ 
ging Texan trailer-trash Bud 
Johnson in new comedy movie 
Swing Vote. 

The film starts with Bud’s 11- 
year-old daughter Molly acciden¬ 
tally setting off a chain of events 
which leads to the American pres¬ 
idential election coming down to 
just one vote - Bud’s. 

Unfortunately, he happens to be 
as apathetic as they come. Cue 
Kelsey Grammar’s Republican 
President incumbent Andrew 
Boone and Democratic hopeful 
Donald Greenleaf (Dennis 
Hopper), doing everything they 
can to get Bud’s vote and win the 
White House. 

It sounds like a ridiculous set¬ 
up, but Kevin picked the role 
because he believes the film does 
have serious things to say. 

“There’s a lot of us in Bud,” he 
explains. “I don’t think people like 
Bud are just in the lower econom¬ 
ic stratosphere. There’s a lot of 
apathy in people. 

“There’s disenfranchisement in 


the single mom who just can’t find 
time to vote because she’s work¬ 
ing too damn hard. People who 
don’t vote aren’t just people who 
don’t have a lot, or who lack ambi¬ 
tion. It’s right across the board.” 

Of course, with the US presi¬ 
dential election coming up on 
November 4, the film could be 
seen as a timely reminder to 
Americans to get out and vote. 
But Kevin insists that’s not the 


case. “I hope it will stand up as a 
classic American comedy,” he says. 

Clearly a determined man, 
Kevin wasn’t put off by a reluc¬ 
tance from some quarters to 
cough up the cash to put Swing 
Vote into production. He ended up 
producing and financing the 
movie himself. 

His lack of fear, as he puts it, 
has seen the actor and director go 
it alone on many successful - and 
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not so successful - productions. 

He was not afraid to release epic 
movies such as the big budget 
Waterworld (1995) and The 
Postman (1997), which both 
flopped at the box office. 

And while his movies were 
floundering in the late Nineties, 
his personal life was also disinte¬ 
grating. He and Cindy, his wife of 
16 years and mum to his three 
children, divorced in 1995. 

He then found love again with 
German model Christine 
Baumgartner, whom he married 
in 2004. Their son, Cayden, is now 
14 months old. 

No longer a spring chicken, 
Kevin is all too aware of the pres¬ 
sures of ageing in Hollywood. But 
he maintains that he is more than 
comfortable in his own skin. 

“I want to stay healthy because 
I still want to be attractive to my 
wife,” he declares with a smile. 

“My wife’s a good partner. 
You’ve got to try for your partner. 
I expect her to try for me. I don’t 
want to get lazy. I don’t want to be 
embarrassed about how I carry 
myself or how I look. 

“I want to be my age, but I’m 
going to be the best I can at my 
age.”

HEALTHY 
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Going green in the Caribbean sun

MOST people go to Antigua to get 
brown, but now the islanders are 
keen for visitors to go green. 

So environmentally conscious has the island 
become that a new eco-friendly hotel has 
opened: the Verandah Resort and Spa on Long 
Bay. Its neat, low-rise buildings are surround¬ 
ed by 30 unspoilt acres on the east coast, over¬ 
looking a powder-soft, sandy beach. 

It was 10 years since we had last visited 
Antigua and after our comfortable Virgin 
Atlantic flight we were eager to renew our 
acquaintance as we touched down at the small 
and quiet VC Bird International Airport. 

As so often happens abroad, our taxi driver 
was more tour guide than cabbie. He was 
proud to point out a beautiful cricket ground 
that has been created within the airport com¬ 
plex. 

Heading across the island, we passed the 
main Test ground too, named in honour of the 
island’s most famous player, Sir Vivian 
Richards. 

Because Antigua is a small island, with just 
76,000 people, everyone seems to know every¬ 
one else. The taxi driver knows Sir Viv. Our 
waiter went to school with fast bowler Andy 
Roberts, another giant of West Indies cricket 
in its golden era. 

Our first impression was that everything 
had smartened up since we were last here. 
What we remembered as run-down shacks

had been given a good lick of paint and looked 
rather cosy as holiday boltholes. Roads in the 
Caribbean are never going to get you any¬ 
where fast, but even so we managed to reach 
the Verandah within an hour of touching 
down. 

The resort has been created on the quieter, 
eastern side of the island. The Atlantic side of 
Caribbean islands is always the less-devel¬ 
oped and windier coast, with most of the luxu¬ 
ry resorts on the west. 

Although it is certainly breezy at Verandah, 
the resort lies on a tranquil bay and is largely 
screened from the windy Atlantic, with its 200 
white-painted, cottage-style villas glinting in 
the sunshine. 

They have private balconies with sea views, 
and every air-conditioned bedroom has a king- 
size bed. 

The Verandah has made a commitment to 
meet the highest environmental standards 
and management are quick to point out its 
green credentials. 

These include the rational use of energy and 


water, the use of biodegradable cleaning mate¬ 
rials, supporting a carbon offset programme 
and buying sustainable goods from local pro¬ 
ducers. 

Although perfect for couples who can happi¬ 
ly laze around the pools and relax on the large¬ 
ly deserted beaches, the Verandah pitches 
itself as a family resort. 

If you don’t want to be pampered in the spa, 
the options for sporting action include wind¬ 
surfing, snorkelling, kayaking and tennis. 

There is a children’s club that includes an 
activity centre built from locally-sourced tim¬ 
ber. Uninhabited islands such as Green Island 
and Bird Island can be reached in a few min¬ 
utes, too. 

This summer, prices are likely to be particu¬ 
larly attractive due to the sagging US dollar, 
which has such a critical influence on the 
Caribbean economy. 

Check out the prices and you might be pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find how cheaply you can go 
green at this time of year, on one of the most 
beautiful islands in the world.

HOME renovations could leave you out 
of pocket during the credit crunch, 
according to a survey. 

Research carried out by Abbey found 
that previously profitable improve¬ 
ments, such as extensions and new 
kitchens, can leave you poorer in the cur¬ 
rent climate. 

According to the study, the more laid 
out, the more lost, because the cost of the 
work will not be reflected in the sale 
price. 

The average cost of an extension is 
£33,800, but it would add only about 
£13,500 to the property’s price, according 
to the report. 

Abbey recommends less expensive 
modifications to achieve the best price, 
including: 

• Get the decorators in. The average cost 
of painting and decorating a home is 
£1,330, but the cosmetic improvement 
adds £3,557 to its value. 

• Do it yourself. A study by Alliance and 
Leicester shows almost a third of home- 
owners are planning to save money by 
doing their own improvements. 

• Clean is beautiful. Hire a steam clean¬ 
er to sort out carpets and upholstery. 

• Maximise natural light. It is possible 
to shift difficult homes by removing net 
curtains. 

• Get rid of clutter. Use eBay and 
Gumtree. Donate or swap stuff on 
freecycle.org. Charities such as the 
Salvation Army may also be able to pick 
up bulky items from your home. 

• Hide the dog/children. Smelly pets and 
messy children can put buyers off. 

Haven amid the 
global turmoil 

PROPERTY is a better and safer invest¬ 
ment than stocks and shares in the glob¬ 
al economic slump, according to portfolio 
managers from the Young Group. 

Experts analysing the market said in 
the last 55 years UK house prices have 
had an annual fall in just five, whereas 
the FTSE 100 index has never reached 
the peak of December 1999 in the years 
since. 

The firm also pointed out property can¬ 
not lose its entire value overnight, 
unlike shares. 

“Property investment is a tangible 
asset and easy to comprehend,” said a 
spokesman. 


SWITCHING to a better mortgage 
deal can save homeowners thou¬ 
sands of pounds and help ride out 
the economic downturn. 

But be careful - arrangement fees can 
undermine the savings that can be made. 

With the average arrangement fee now in 
excess of £1,000 it’s crucial people compare the 
total cost and don’t get sucked in by a low 
interest rate, according to consumer watchdog 
Which? Money. 

A new survey found the interest rate was the 
main reason that one in four people who 
responded selected their current mortgage. 

Experts say this approach can be misleading 
as hefty fees can increase the cost of a deal sig¬ 
nificantly. 

Just one in five chose their mortgage 
because of the overall cost of the deal. 

For the second year running, First Direct 
was rated best in the Which? Money mortgage 
lender satisfaction survey, with an overall cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction score of 90 per cent. 

Which? Money’s five golden rules for getting 
a good mortgage deal are; 

1 Shop around. Don’t choose a mortgage 
lender simply because you already bank with 
it. 

2 Check the overall cost of the deal. Don’t get 
sucked in by a low interest rate as it could 
have hefty fees attached. 

3 Avoid paying the standard rate. Consider 
switching to avoid reverting to the standard 
variable rate when your deal ends. 

4 Do your homework. Some of the best deals 
are not available through advisers, so do your 
own research as well. 

5 Don’t buy insurance from your lender. Most 
lenders aren’t Which? Money Best Buy home 
insurers, so shop around to save money. 


Martyn Hocking, the editor of Which? 
Money, said: “The cost of mortgages has soared 
in the last couple of years, but a lot of the focus 
has been on what’s happening with interest 
rates when in fact it’s the total cost of the deal 
that’s important. 

“Arrangement fees are now more than 
£1,000 on average and sometimes much high¬ 


er, which means that an eye-catching interest 
rate can be misleading. 

‘Whatever you do, don’t take the lazy option 
of simply taking out a deal with your bank or 
staying on your lender’s standard variable 
rate. If you shop around and do your home¬ 
work, you could cut your mortgage costs by 
hundreds of pounds.”

It really is a car that imparts a feel-good fac¬ 
tor and, with decent fuel consumption, keeps 
you at peace with your conscience even if 
diesel versions start at £45,500 - some £2,000 
more than the 3.0-litre petrol entry model. 

Our car was also the stretched ‘L’ or limo 
diesel version in upmarket Sovereign trim, 
which costs £53,300 and makes you feel as 
though you should dawdle and revel in its lux¬ 
ury, style and sumptuous ride. 

Nevertheless, the XJ upholds the finest 
tradition of Jaguar sporting saloons: it will 
purr when treated gently and growl when 
kicked and that 2.7-litre diesel sounds like a 
petrol unit in either mood. 

A lighter body and quick steering make this 
large car deceptively quick on its feet on a 
winding road too, with the ‘J-Gate’ gearbox 
selector allowing manual selection of the six 
gears, though you soon get used to leaving it in 
well-organised fully ‘auto’.

Disputes on the rise 
as cash gets tighter 

BOSSES and firms are getting frayed at 
the edges as the stress of the downturn 
takes its toll, with experts reporting that 
contract disputes are rising. 

Businesses are taking more care over 
verifying terms of contracts with cus¬ 
tomers and suppliers, and business part¬ 
ners are increasingly locking horns, 
warns the Law Society. 

President Paul Marsh said: “Our mem¬ 
bers tell us companies are exercising 
caution with contracts as they tighten 
their belts. Disputes tend to arise over 
what is a fair or unfair contract term. 

“In the current climate many contracts 
will be under the microscope. Many 
solicitors, as well as being skilled litiga¬ 
tors, are trained in alternative dispute 
resolution methods, such as mediation.”

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TAKING ON GOLIATH: Many small firms have been driven to distraction - and sometimes the wall - by bigger businesses, but the fightback could now be under way 


BIG firms have always been noto¬ 
rious for being slow in paying bills 
to suppliers, denting crucial cash¬ 
flow and sometimes putting them 
out of business. 

But now the Davids are beginning to stand 
up to the Goliaths. 

Alliance Boots, the pharmaceuticals giant 
which was publicly criticised by the Forum of 
Private Business (FPB), has backtracked on 
plans to force one of its suppliers to accept an 
extended payment period of up to 105 days, 
along with an additional charge. 

The FPB, which has many members in 
Kent, is concerned that some public sector 
organisations, such as the NHS, are also fail¬ 
ing to pay on time, so is calling on government 
agencies to pay smaller firms promptly in 
order to set an example for companies such as 
Alliance Boots. 

Justine and Martin Thompson, of training

firm MTa International of Yorkshire, refused 
to bow to the firm’s demands, which included 
charging suppliers a 2.5 per cent ‘settlement 
discount’ for paying them within the extended 
period. 

But the FPB believes most of the 22 compa¬ 
nies on the ‘shame list’ - which includes 
Alliance Boots - will not take smaller firms’ 
payment issues seriously until the 
Government takes a lead. 

FPB’s adviser on late payments, Stuart 
Blake, said: “Alliance Boots’ attempt to vary 
payment provisions is likely to fall foul of sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Late Payment of Commercial 
Debts (Interest) Act. 

“It is also clear that the Government intro¬ 
duced this legislation in order to gain head¬ 
lines, without any intention of being bound by 
it. One example of this was clearly shown in 


the way that the Department for Food, the 
Environment and Rural Affairs (Defra) intim¬ 
idated its creditors who were involved in the 
clear-up operation after the foot-and-mouth 
disease crisis of 2002. 

“A large number of companies went out of 
business as a result and many had to settle for 
50 per cent of what they were owed, or less.” 

In 1998, after 15 years of campaigning, the 
FPB won a right for small firms to charge 
interest against late-payers via the late 
Payment of Commercial Debts (Interest) Act. 

The FPB is investigating claims that small 
firms are not taking legal action against late- 
payers because they fear future business deal¬ 
ings could be jeopardised. 

Research by BACS payment services found 
that late payment cost the UKs economy 
£18.6 million over the 12-month duration of 
the survey. 

On average, according to BACS, small firms 
were owed £30,000 at any one time.

RAMSGATE will be wishing they 
hadn’t rearranged this Ryman Pre¬ 
mier Division fixture with Tooting, 
after an emphatic home defeat. 

The Rams’ exit from the FA Cup at the hands 
of Folkestone - on the same day that Tooting 
were eliminated at Maidstone - allowed this 
game to be brought forward to Saturday. 

Yet only 243 fans turned up and, given Rams¬ 
gate’s worrying form, just two wins from 11 
games this season, they might have been better 
waiting until the original fixture date in 
November.

The visitors didn’t have to wait much longer 
to take the lead. In the seventh minute Paul 
Vines poked in the rebound after an initial 
effort from Stuart Myall. 

Vines shot wide in the 19th minute, while at 
the other end Takaloo fired over after good 
work by Pettit. 

Ten minutes before the interval it was 2-0, 
Antonio pouncing on a loose ball and going 
round Jack Delo before rolling in the second. 

Jim Ward took drastic action at half-time, 
making a triple substitution. 

May, Dane Sutton, and Lee Minshull were all 
taken off, with Ben Brown, Steffan Ball and 
Brett Kinch replacing them, yet the changes 
had little impact. 

Only a timely intervention by Will Graham 
denied Antonio his second and Ramsgate strug¬ 
gled to make any headway. 

Brown made a promising run in the 55th 
minute but he was let down by his final ball, 
which was too far in front of Ball, who then got 
in Davis’ way as both players went for a Pettit 
throw. 


With 20 minutes to go Tooting scored a killer 
third goal, as Joe Vines was left unmarked and 
his header gave Delo no chance. 

Ramsgate stirred into life in the 79th minute 
when Pettit’s long throw fell to Jake Eastwood, 
who pivoted and struck the ball past Tooting 
keeper Dave King but the Terrors had the final 
say. 

In the 86th minute a clearance went straight 


to Jason Pinnock, whose first-time shot flew 
past Delo into the comer. 

The result lifts Tooting into the play-off places 
but leaves the Rams stmggling in 16th place, 
just two spots above the relegation zone. 

Striker Aaron Firth has rejoined Heme Bay 
on a short-term loan deal as he tries to regain 
match fitness, though he will be suspended for 
the Bay’s visit to Deal on Saturday.

Ward: 'I'll bring in 
new faces if I must'

RAMSGATE manager Jim Ward described 
their heavy defeat to Tooting & Mitcham on 
Saturday as their worst performance since 
gaining promotion to the Ryman Premier 
League.
